Lessons from an Old Merchant.

That veteran and honorable merehant, Jona-
than Sturges, of New York, at the dinner given
in his honor on the oceasion of his retirement
irom active business, gave the following golden
counsel to young men : .

“Now. gentlemen, since there is nothing that
I can talk about that you do not understamgd
better than I do, T propose to say a few words
tor the benefit of the young men outside, and
if You approve of Wh:l? i 8 lit'l ]f‘l‘ it be (‘rnn—éid.

Oue of the first lessons 1 reeeived was in 1813
when T was eléven yewrs of age. My grand father
had collected a fine floek of merino sheep, which'
were “earelully cherished during the winter of
1812-135.
ness was to watch the sheep i the fields. A
boy, who was more fund of his book than of
sheep was sent with me. but left the work to me.
while he lay in the shade and read his books.
L finally complained of this to the old gentleman.
I shall never forget his benignant smile as he
replied:  *Never you mind, if' you watch the
sheep you will have the sheep.” T thonght to
wysell: what does the old gentleman mean ? 1
dou't expeet to have any sheep. My aspirations
were quite moderate in those days, and a first
rate merino  buck was worth $1,000. 1 econld
not make out exuetly what he meant, but I had
ereat confidence in him, as he was a judge, and
had been to Congress in Washington's time; so
I concluded that it was all rizht. whatever he
meant, and went out contentedly with the sheep.
After 1 got to the ficld I could not get that idea
ont of wy head.  Finally Ithought of my Sun-
day school lesson @ Thou hast been faithful over
a few things, I will make thee ruler over wany
things.” Then 1 understand it: Never you
mind who else negleets his duty; be vou faithiul
and you will have your reward 1 1 do not think
it will take many lads as long as it took me to un-
derstand this proverb.

I received my sceond lesson soon after T came
to this city. as a clerk to the late Luman Reed.
A werchaot from Ohbio, who knew me ecawe to
purchase from Mr Reed.  He expressed his grati-
fication at finding me there, and said to me*Yon
have got a goud place—make yourself so useful
that they cannot do without you.” 1 took his
meaning guicker than I did the proverb about
the sheep.

I hope these three lessons of watchfulness over

The “locusts” are nof locustsat all. The
formidable inkect that devours the herbage in
Eastern lands; :md its destructive cousin of eur
own Western plains, is a large, strong-jointed-
winged grasshopper, no more Iike our “Cicada
Septendecem” thian a butterfly.  Our “locusts”
eat nothing'while the true locusts eat every
ureen thing. The Scventeen Year ipsccts be-
long to the order of Ilemiptera, or insccts with
a horny beak for suction, four wings; larva and
pupa nearly like the adult #usect. hut wanting
wings. . Locusts. proper, belong to the Orthoptcra
—tusects with jaws, and very destruetive too—
including coekvonches, erickets, ;:rus.kh(:}‘rpers,
locusts. The Seventeen Year inscet is classed
among the HHoarvest Flies, of which there are three
groups or tribes : Cicadians; plant lice or Aphi-
diddor; and bark lice or Coceida.  Cicadidas have
short antennse. wing and wing-covers; three
Joints to theirfeet ; thick skins; and the female
has a piercer, or ege-depositor lodged in a furrow
beneath herbody.  The Seventeen Yeur Cicadas
are easily distinguiched by their broad heads,
large and very convex eyes, three eye-lets on the
crown, the transparent and veined wing-covers
and wings ; and by the elevation on the back
part of the thorax in the form of the letter X.
(Harris.)  Sowe read Won the wings, and in-
terpret it to mean war; and itisa faet that was
have always come, sooner or later after locusts ;
us wars have eome after grasshoppers and flies
and foolish prophecies of uninspired foretellers of
events.  The female Zocust, it we must eall her
so, s provided with a eomplieated mechanism
for pertorating twigs of trecs and depositing her
cggs it them.  This is the one purpose for which
| she conmies ubove ground ; and atter that has heen
| accomplished, she dies.  The wale, in the mean-
time, smuses  ber by keeping up an excessively
| loud noise, peculinr to himself. He docs not
sing, however.  He has not the least music in
hiz throat. Ile only plays a drum or tambourine:
but it is such an one as no ‘instrumeut-maker,
but God, can ifake, and no musician play on but
the locust himself. There are two of these
Cdrums, one on reach side behind the wings.
These are formed of convex pieces of parchinent
{ guthered into numerous fine plaits.”  They are
[not plo-ed upon with sticks after the awkward
fishiuon of hupian imitators, but by wuscles or
cords instened to thednside of the drun,  -When
| these wuscles coltract and relax. which lh(‘._\' do
| with great rapidity. the drumheads are altern-
| ately tightened gnd loosened, recovering their
| natural canvexitg by their own elasticity.”  The
{ sound is inereased hy a reverating apparatns fixed
| beneath.  The fewale picrcer 1sa rewarkable in-
strument. It copsists of three parts in close eon-
tact with each other. The two outer are grooved
on the inside and enlarged on the tips; which
externally are armed with small teeth like a saw,
L and a eentral spear-pointed borer, which plays
between the othertwo.  So ~this instrument has
' the power and does the work of an awl and of a
| double-edged saw—rather of two keyhole BAWS
| eatting opposite to each other.” The duration
of life in winged™ inscots is - usually very short;
seldom more than two or three weeks ; sometimes
only a few homs, Tt is the culmination and

transfer their life to a coming generation—sing
out ag it were. their thankseivinge to-the Creator
for the life they have enjoyed in their former
state—and gr:xm-ﬁ:'ﬂy leave their places for the
new fimily they have provided.  But the Seven-
teen Year locusts have that unusual duration as-
sigried to them. tT]I--_\‘ do not spend one-half of
it in burrowing downwards towards the antipodes,
and the other i getting back again the surface.
' Not at all. They  spend their thime among the
roots of the grusses and trees, near where they
were hatched ; seeking their subsistence from
them after the manner praper to bugs, to whose
family they belong. The females select twigs of
trees, which they elasp with their logs, and,
| bending down the picreer to an angle of forty-five
i decrees, they repeatedly thrust it obliquely into
the wood. and, with their saws, detach little
splinters &0 as to form a kind of cover or lid to
the perforation. IHaving made a fissure long
enough for some twenty ecgs. they are deposited
| in pairs, side by side, yet separated by woady
fibre. She goes®# with this operation. from
twiz to twig. until she has deposited several
hundred egws. and then dies from exhaunstion.
The twizs thus perforated, die. and are brokeén
off by winds, and thus may convey the eggs to
the ground if the young locusts do not ges there
| before.  In six or seven weeks, or, as some say,
in two weeks, the young insects burst their shell
and begin the guiet Tife of a subterranean locust.
It hatched before the twigs are detached, which
is very aften the case. the little insectz deliber-
| ately erawl out to the end of the limb and let go;
'; exhibiting one of the most extraordinary wonders
| of instinet noticed in the creatures of God. DBy
l what sense or physical Tmpulse these little api-
| mals take sneh voluntary falls, is inconecivable.
| What would we thiuk, if babies of ours, born en
'the top of a mountain, sheuld swing off invo the
| deep vallies, and go (iuictl)‘ to c;uLin't:.f'ruin.s1 after
| their fearful precipi ﬂtiun.? Th'u little qu{:,ua
{ do as wueh and thihk nothingof it. Truly. God
| is great. in inscets as in men. On reaching the
| ground  the locusts burrow into the soil with
their broad and strong fire feet. and attach them-
selves closely to the roots of plants, especialiy the
most tetider and ‘sdicculent, from which they
suck their puly nourishment.

The State of Oregon.

Bishop Kavanaugh, of the Methodist E,
Church, South, has recently been' on a visit tod
Oregon and California.  He speaks of Oregon as
follows : '

“The population of Oregon is chiefly from
Missouri, Kausas, llinois, lowa und VY isconsin.
The political feeling has never been so rabid
there as in California; - the public mind sywpu-
thizes more with us, and eur prospeets are goud.
We have only a few preachers in Oregon—only
fifteen in the Conference. The population is of
a good character.  The people are better supplicd
with property than is usual in a new country.
A living is cusily made; it is a fine country tor
noor men;  furius are cheap arid the soil is good.
They raise mostly small grain and seme corn.
He was astonished to find so much wealth in o
church for a new. Counferencé and country.
Necarly every man isin comfortable circumstances.
AH the means of living are abundant. but money
is very scarce.  Fruit grows rapidly there. A
man may plant an orchard and eat fruic from
the trecs the second year.  Peaches do better in
California than Oregon.  The whale country is
a vagt strawberry bed; they grow in the woods.
and when a forest is removed, they flonrish won
derfully.  Other berries are abundant. Tl
“thimble berry,” somewhat resembling a straw-

ate; it almost melts in the wouth, and has the
most delieious flavor. Tt grows ou a bash about
two or three feet high.

Some wen who reached Oregon with enly a
few dollars, now have thousands of acres of land.
and furms stocked with cattle and horecs, &¢
The horses are very fine, large, fincly formed and
powerful, equally valauble fir riding, wurking
and driving.  The latitude is that of Wisconsia
and Michigiin. but on account of its  coutiguity
to the Pueific Ocean, and being swept by winds
from the South, the climate is very mild, the
winters are warn, ice for putting up is not often
made.  In Néptewber the grass springs afresh
and grows all winter; stoek graze the winter
through and are never fud. ~ The greatest objee-
tion to winter is the long-continned drizaling
rains. I sammer the elimate is most delightful;
(¢ 18 Jone vy to your faste. It s jw*rl. warm
enough to foster yegetation and advauce it to its
matarity and be very pleasant by day and by
Ili;—_’ht‘ to the Iu_"_-]:]r‘.

The eountry is partially timbered  and partly
prairie.  The fir tree abounds there, tall and
heavy.  One is inspired with a feeling of sulem-
nity in passing throngh one of the great  forests
of fir.  Onewan suid he always “felt like taking
off his hat” o the grand old trecs when lic eu-
tered a forest assemibly of them.  There are ma uy
grand and éomuanding scenes, From cone ele-
vation he looked upou seven snow-capped moun.
tain peaks, in summer. One of thew—>Mount
Hood—ig reputed to be 1.700 fect lli;'_';l.lul’ than
any other mountain in the United States.  The
water in Oregon, whether in wells, springs. erecks
or rivers, is the finest in the world. It is asclear
as the air and as eold as cun be desired. The
surface of the country is mountain and valley.
with some undulations eontignous to the moun-
tains. - “Oune annoyance to furmiers is the fiva,
which hasa lonz root and s difficult to be de-
stroyed when well set.  The streams abound
with the finest fish; the forcsts and prairies with
wild game, as deer, aud fowls and birds of dif-
ferent kinds.
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Government Relief in South Carolina,

Gen. . K. Scott, Assistaut Commissioner of
the Freedwen's Bureuu, hus issued a- Civenlar
promising relief to a ecrtain elass of plantors in
the cultivation of their crops the present year.
1le refuses to extend further assistunce to thosé
who were last year the recipients of government
charity, and whe indulged themselvesin idlencss.
e is empowered to adopt a system only, in the
distribution of sapplies. that willrelicve the wants
of the industrious planters, and which will at
the sawme tine, usure to the Government a re-
paywcut of the means loaned.  He savs. it will
be iwpossible to dispense food to the needy thou-
sands us individuals, but only as eommunities,
And to accowplizh this end, “respousible persons
will be appointed agents of distribution in each
locality where destitution exists, whe will be held
strictly accountable for the reliability and indus-
try of the consumers. They will - be instrueted
to take from the recipients a bond, giving a lien
upon the crops to be grown, and other produets
of industry and personal property.

“The Assistant Cornuissioner must be satisfied
that cach applicant has planted or is about te
plant a sufficicnt number of aeres in eereals to
insure his provisions dur the next year without
purchase.  Teo parties emgaged wholly or to an
undue extent in the cultivation of ¢otton. no as-
sstance will be readered.  Duly appointed offi-
cers and ageats of the Bureau will be instrueted
to frequently and earcfully inspeet the plantations
of those who are the recipicuts of assstince, and |
if it shall at any time be found that they arc like-
Iy to fail to fulfil their obligations, all neeessary
weasures will be taken to protect the interests of
the gfl\'t.'.l'uim:nt-”

The amonnt of assistance that the Commis-
stoner is authorized 0 render is himited. and it
is therefure necessary that all persons whe have |
private resources ab conruand showd avail them-
seives of such, these supplies beingonly iutended |
by the government to relicve the mest extreme |

¢ases of destitution. — Laspasker Ledger. ’

_Cultivation of the Peanut.

We capy thefollowling, by &' corresi nt
of the Conntry Géntleman, ‘writing frow ia,
sowelime in 1860 : - ' :

A shallow furrow
rin witha small plow'along the genitre of each
ridye prepdves ground for'the 'sced. The
pods, which contuin from one td three péas each,
must  be-broken. and' the poas planted in'the
drill, from one foot 0 eighteen inches apart, fnd
covered with a hoe about one inch and & half
deep.  They ought to be plowed and hoed three
times during the season, to destroy the wedds
and keep the ground loose. Fhe pett vine while
growing sends up a perpendicular stem about a
foot high; about this stem muny others shoot qm
in all directions,: and run about fifteen inches
along the surfuce of the ground. These ruandrs
Lave joints about an iuch and a ha¥ apart. ‘At
each joint astvong voot strikes down into the
grouml sbout two inches deep; at-the end of tHis
root the peapod is found, and there comesto
waturity.  NSome farmers eover these lateral
vines with easth, while vthérs leave them Bape
all the time. It is not agreed which is the Bet-
ter mode.  When ripe, one bunch of yines will
have trom one to two ‘quarts of peas.  Sotio
pkwters cultivate them in hille, like corn, but T
prefer drills.. One acre will produce from thirty-
five to filty bushels of peas.

Qut
with a mewing machine with a platform, grade
atod to a propyr height. ruking oft the, bunehes
oppesite to cach other at cvery  pussing, so that
they ean be takew in a row,when louding on the
wagon.  If' rain threatcns, draw in jmmedistel
as the straw will not hurt the eced, and this wi
prevent the Joss resulting from tuming over for
drying afterwards in the ficld. . Thisis found to
be much better and Lo be attended with far loss
waste than cutting by band or raking iuto beaps,
or using a pitcher, Thresh in eold, frosty weas
ther in winter.
